Responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated March 3, 2003, Applicants elect, albeit 
with traverse, Group I, Claims 1-48, drawn to a rib for a tank and a tank with a rib, for further 
prosecution at this time. Furthermore, in response to the election of species requirement, 
Applicants elect, with traverse, Group C, Figure 5, and identify Claims 1-8, 31-42, and 48 as 
readable on the species in Figure 5. Also, in response to the election of sub-species requirement, 
Applicants elect, with traverse, species II (graphite as the high modulus material) from Group a; 
species I (dry alarm) from Group b; and species II (plastic film) from Group c. 



The Examiner has required restriction in the above-identified application as follows: 

I. Claims 1-48, drawn to a rib for a tank and a tank with a rib, classified in class 220, 
subclass 560.03; and 

II. Claims 49-56, drawn to a method of making a rib, classified in class 29, subclass 428. 
Additionally, the Examiner has also required an election between the species of Figures 3, 

4,5,7, and 11 - 15.
